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Upland council meeting 





Plan to ease traffic problem told

The Upland City Council Monday 
night took a look at possible changes 
for Foothill Boulevard at Mulberry 
Avenue, an intersection presenting 
the city with some thorny traffic 
problems. 

City Engineer Fred Blanchard 
told the council the city has received 
complaints for years about the 
design of the intersection, with most 
of the comments focused on the 
north side of Foothill. 

Mulberry crosses Foothill out of 
alignment, the street south of 
Foothill being further east than on 
the north. 

A service road running parallel to 
Foothill on the north side adds to the 
traffic problems. Henry Mohle — 
president of Mohle, Perry and 
Associates of Fullerton, the city’s 


traffic consultant for the intersec- 
tion — noted the service road helps 
give the location a ‘‘maze’”’ of con- 
flicting turns for motorists. 

A gas station on the northwest 
corner of the Foothill service road 
and Mulberry and three restaurants 
just east of Mulberry on the service 
road help generate traffic in the im- 
mediate area. 

So do the shopping centers north 
of Foothill on both sides of 
Mulberry. 

Although Blanchard called the 
north side of the intersection a 
‘scary situation,” he noted the acci- 
dent history at the location has not 
been as bad as might be expected. 

However, he stressed that safety 
has been a concern at the intersec- 
tion, adding that he believes many 
motorists try to avoid the location. 

Peter Liu, Upland’s traffic 


engineer, said 15 accidents have 
been recorded at the intersection 
during the past 2% years. 

Foothill through Upland is a state 
highway, and Blanchard said city of- 
ficials have discussed the possibility 
of signals at the intersection with 
the California Transportation 
Department (Caltrans). 


While the intersection just meets 
the minimum standards for traffic 
signals, both Caltrans and city 
representatives have agreed that it 
would be. ‘‘unwise”’ to put signals at 
the location with the current street 
patterns, Blanchard said. 


The conflicting turns led to that 
view, he added.

Upland paramedic service 
the major issue at meeting

A meeting Wednesday night will 
figure heavily in the future of a 
citizens’ group hoping to bring 
public paramedic service to Upland 
through the fire department. 

Members of the Paramedics- 
Upland FireFighters (PUFF) have 
reported discouragement among 
their ranks over fund-raising efforts 
and a lukewarm reception the drive 
has received from city officials. 
Long-term funding is also a major 
obstacle. 

However, while disbanding the 
effort was mentioned as a 
possibility, most PUFF supporters 
interviewed recently said their goal 
remains strong and expressed hope 
that the organization would 
continue. 

Rene Biane, chairman of PUFF, 
said for now the group is continuing 
its efforts and that any other 
comments in advance of the 
Wednesday meeting of the general 
membership would be premature. 

Those willing to comment in 
advance of the meeting stressed 
that they were speaking for 
themselves, not the entire group. 


Biane made his remarks shortly 
after a PUFF board of directors’ 
meeting in mid-October, when 
discouragement over the group’s 
efforts reportedly came to a head. 

Bob Sutton, who serves on the 
PUFF board, said ups and downs 
are. normal in the course of a 
volunteer group, adding that he 
expects the organization to ‘‘hash it 
out’’ and continue. 

Others expressed a similar hope, 
and Sutton noted that ‘‘it’s what. the 
people of Upland want” that will 
ultimately determine whether 
Upland has a public paramedic 
service. 

He noted the group hopes to bring 


a ballot issue before Upland voters 
in April 1980. 

Signs that the group is undergoing 
re-evaluation are evidenced by the 
cancellation of a planned 
presentation Nov. 29 before the 
Upland Y Women. A fund-raising 
raffle — in which ticket sales for a 
car fell short — apparently is in 
limbo, but may be rescheduled. 

In cooperation with PUFF, Sorop- 
timist International of Ontario- 
Upland pledged last year to raise 
funds for a rescue vehicle as the in- 
itial step toward paramedic service. 


Shirley Patrick, PUFF’s 
secretary, said the group needs to 
hear from the fire department if a 
paramedic program would be 
feasible, assuming the important 
funding questions can be worked 
out. 


Funding, under the recent 
limitations placed by Propositions 
13 and 4, is the major stumbling 
block facing the paramedic drive. 


Battalion Chief Don Johnson said 
he and Capt. Phil Watkins are still 
acting as to the group, supplying 
technical expertise and answering 
questions on city policy. 

With Propositions 13 and 4, he 
stressed the need for ongoing 
evaluation of bringing paramedics 
to the city. Assessing the ongoing 
cost of such a program is difficult, 
he added. 

‘‘We would like to have 
paramedics. We don’t see a method 
of financing them.” 


New limitations of the Gann 
initiative, which essentially places a 
budget ceiling at current levels 
except for inflation and population 
growth, ‘‘makes us hesitant to 
jump”’ on a new program, especially 
oné where the costs change, Johnson 
said. 


A ‘‘special tax’’ allowed by 
Proposition 13 would not be subject 
to the Gann ceiling on city spending, 
but Finance Director Anthony 
Andrade noted that special tax 
would have to be approved every 
four years by voters. 

All five members of the city 
council said this week they would be 
willing to vote for a resolution 
placing the issue before the voters 
next April, assuming the funding 
question can be worked out. 


City Clerk Dee Carpenter said the 
council would need to act on such a 
resolution by early January in order 
that the issue could be placed on the 
April ballot 


Bill Bottin said he was unsure 
whether existing funds might be 
found, but other council members 
said a special tax would be needed. 


Councilwoman Ina Petokas 
qualified her support for any ballot 
measure by saying the city needs to 
be protected in case state law or a 
new initiative wipes out the funding. 
If funding disappears, so should the 
service, she said. 


Andrade and City Attorney Donald 
Maroney mentioned a household- 
type tax as one possible way around 
the Proposition 13 prohibition on 
new property taxes. Whatever the 
special tax, it would need approval 
of two-thirds of the ‘‘qualified 
electors,” a term so far undefined. 


A user fee is another possibility. 

As far as any mixup over 
firefighters’ participation in PUFF 
meetings or fund-raisers, Johnson 
said the fire department can neither 
order nor request firemen to devote 
the time in their off-duty hours. 
However, he added that the fire 
department encourages such 
involvement when asked. 


consultant recommended a new 
opening in the median separating 
Foothill and its service road at a 
location west of Mulberry. 


Coupled with that recommenda- 
tion is the suggested closure of the 
service road to through traffic on 
the west side of Mulberry. 


Officials likened the. proposal to 
the current arrangement on the 
south side of Foothill near 
McDonald’s restaurant and Second 
Avenue. 


Other alternatives were presented 
by Mohle. who called the 
recommendation a ‘‘compromise”’ 
based on ‘‘successful experience” 
near McDonald’s. 


The recommendation would 
“simplify the number of traffic 
movements at the main intersec- 
tion’ and provide ‘‘a situation we 
can live with from a traffic 
operations point of view,’’ Mohle 
said. 


The council referred the 
recommendation to its own two- 
member street and light committee 
for further review and to allow draf- 
ting of a precise plan amendment. 


As part of a development of 
condominium-style office buildings, 
the south side of Mulberry is 
scheduled to be realigned with the 
north. 


Blanchard suggested the best 
course would be to remedy the 
several traffic problems at 
Mulberry at the same time, adding 
that signalization would probably 
take a year after the city and state 
reach formal agreement on service 
road modifications.

Chaffey administrators concerned 
over low achievement test scores 


Administrators of the Chaffey 
Joint Union High School District are 
‘“‘concerned’’ over results of state- 
mandated tests, trustees were told 
Monday. 

Results of last year’s state 
achievement tests given to seniors 
in the district were below expectan- 
cy ranges in all areas except read- 
ing, according to C. Robert 
Erickson, assistant superintendent 
for instruction. 

The state-mandated tests were 
given to seniors during the 1978-79 
school year to gauge proficiency in 
written expression, spelling, mathe- 
matics and reading. 

Test scores show the average 
mean score for district students, 
but, there are no individual results. 

Erickson said district students 
have historically fallen within the 
expectancy range and they were not 
far below the range last year. 

Scores showed the weakest area 
for students was in spelling with an 


average mean score in the five regu- 
lar district high schools of 65.6 per- 
cent correct. The comparison score 
band, which reflects typical perfor- 
mance of districts like Chaffey, 
ranges from 67.3 to 69.1. 

In written expression, Chaffey 
District students scored at 60.8 per- 
cent, below the 61 percent correct 
Chaffey students were expected to 
score.In math, the district scores 
were below expectency levels by 
one-tenth of a percent at 65. 

The problem with the band is that 
it has moved up this year, and, 
Erickson said, the district needs to 
find out why other districts are 
keeping up with the expectancy 
ranges and why Chaffey is ‘‘staying 
static.” 

In percentile rank, district stu- 
dents were in the bottom half com- 
pared to other Trustee Ray Sarrio 
feels the problem with the low 
scores may be because the district 
has such a large number of students 


moving here from other areas. Sar- 
rio feels the district probably has 
more “transient students’ than 
many other places in the state. 


Hedy McGrath, president of the 
local chapter of the California State 
Employees Association said that as 
far as spelling scores are concerned, 
incoming freshmen are doing worse 
and worse each year on spelling. 
More freshmen are required to take 
remedial English classes each year 
because of this, she said.

If you live in Upland and you have seen signs of rats on 
your property — well, you're not the only one. 

Some 300 persons attended a meeting last week at 
Pioneer Junior High School to learn more about the roof 
rat and what they can do to make their homes and yards 
less attractive to the rodent. 


What they saw was a slide show, presented by county 
vector control specialist Joyce Maggard, detailing how 
north Upland residences have provided the rats excellent 
places of harborage and feeding grounds. 


While the roof rat has been a persistent problem in 
Upland for years, Tuesday’s meeting probably marks the 
first time the roof rat has drawn strong attention from 
residents. 


Maggard said after the session that the turnout was 
easily the largest for sucha meeting during her months 
in the vector control position. 

And what social stigma there may be to residents ad- 
mitting their homes have rats seemed largely absent 
Tuesday. 


When someone prefaced a question by saying ‘‘now 
that the rats have come out of the closet so to speak,”’ 
Maggard joked, ‘‘They didn’t — you did.” 

The burden for rat control falls squarely on the 
residents’ shoulders. The county provides education, in- 
—. follow-up visits and free bait and instructions 
on its use. 


North Upland residents learn 
how to fight roof rat problem 


City Manager Lee Travers said the city is ready to 
cooperate, but generally relies on the county’s program. 
Both Travers and Maggard said enforcement against 
residential conditions conducive to rats is possible, but 
difficult and time consuming. 

Stressing that the roof rat is a neighborhood problem, 
Maggard noted action by one resident can make a home 
and its yards less attractive to rats, but not solve the 


problem, Cooperation by everyone on a block is needed, . 


though often difficult to attain. 
She arranges block parties and said ‘‘peer pressure” 
helps get the job done.

Because of the high mean family income, Upland ‘can- 
not receive federal assistance similar to the grant On- 
tario recently used to combat the roof rat. 


Maggard used the meeting to clear up misconceptions 
about Rattus rattus, alias the roof rat. She noted the 
other basic type of rat is known as the Norway rat. This 
is the rodent commonly associated with urban slums. 

The roof rat is smaller ~ growing to a body length of 
eight inches with a tail another eight to 10 inches — more 
agile and extremely shy. It feeds at night and likes to 
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stay undercover. The biggest problem is economic, 
caused by constant gnawing. 

Presence of the roof rat does not mean poor sanitation 
of the part of residents, she said, noting the roof rat 
prefers the lushly landscaped features of high-income 
areas. Upland and Redlands have the worst roof rat 
problem in the county, Maggard pointed out. 

While building in Upland has helped force the rats 
from the citrus groves, Maggard said the rat is 
“‘synonymous with man’’ and ‘‘needs man to survive.”’ 

Maggard showed one slide giving signs that the rats 
had set up home under the hood of an abandoned vehicle, 
and previously said, ‘‘In a pinch, they’ll live anywhere.” 

They will eat anything people will eat, along with 
paper products, dry pet food, soap, detergent and cloth. 
However, Maggard noted the rats have preferences. 


Ivy can provide everything the roof rat needs, she said, 


calling it the “biggest offesder.” Rats burrow tunnel 
systems in ground cover, such as ivy, that is 12 inches or 
higher. Ivy growing up the side of trees, as well as on the 
surrounding area, presents a double problem because the 
rats like to climb. 

Junk and wood piles that are not elevated 12 to 18 in- 
ches off the ground and kept away from walls offer har- 
borage. Yuccas, bamboo, junipers and ice plants on the 
embankment of the San Bernardino Freeway are other 
good homes for the rat, Maggard said. 


Double walls along property lines also provide ex- 
cellent harborage. 

Maggard pointed out the rats are partial to fruit, 
walnut and avocado trees. The scooped-out hole they 
leave in fruit is quite different from pecking marks of 
birds, she added. 


Snails provide a staple for the roof rat’s diet. The rats 
gnaw a hole in the top spiral of the shell, and Maggard 
noted such feeding signs are one way to determine if rats 
are on a property. 


Quarter-inch mesh wiring and weatherstripping 
beneath doors are two ways to keep the roof rat from 
squeezing through small structural openings. 

She urged residents to trim dead fronds from palms 
trees to deny the rats cover or place a galvanized metal 
band around the trunk at least three feet wide and three 
feet off the ground to prevent climbing. 


Ivy and other ground cover needs to be thinned, pet’ 
food should not remain outside overnight, debris needs to 
be cleaned up and, in general, property maintenance’ 
should be ongoing to make a residence less attractive ta 
rats, Maggard said. 


Most rat bait is anti-coagulant poison, and Maggard 
emphasized that without careful following of instructions” 
and repeated dases, the rats may get sick but they will 
not die. : 

Improper use of the bait also allows the roof rat to 
build up an immunity that is passed along to future 
generations, Maggard said. ’

‘Officials relieved to learn it’s anti-crime slogan

West End government officials 
probably scratched their heads in 
wonder last month when the 
mailman delivered colorful posters 
bearing just two words: ‘‘Talk’s 
Cheap.” 

Frank Donadee, a Pomona man 
who sponsored that city’s ‘First An- 
nual Anti-Helicopter Pool and 
Garden Party’’ last month, said 
that’s the name of a new crime 
prevention program he want’s to 
start. in Ontario, Pomona, Clare 
mont, Montclair, La Verne and 
Chino. 

Donadee, who is only now begin- 
ning to explain the meaning of 
‘*Talk’s Cheap,”’ said he won’t un- 
veil full details of the campaign un- 
til Nov. 22, when he lights a candle 
in honor of the death of John F. 
Kennedy in Claremont’s Memorial 
Park. 

Some officials apparently had 
guilty conciences and mistook the 
posters for criticism. ‘‘What I didn’t 
reckon for was they thought I was 
addressing them,’’ Donadee said. 

He said one official, when told the 
campaign will be of a general 
nature, designed to increase public 
awareness of crime, breathed a sigh 
of relief and confessed, ‘Boy, we 
thought you we’re coming after us.” 


‘We'll get people to work against 
crime by using the skills they 
already have and by learning new 
skills,’’ Donadee said. ‘‘We’re not 
organizing a herd of vigilantes. 
We’re allowing people who believe 
there is a problem to participate in 
solving it.”’ 
-Donadee said his campaign will 
curb crime by increasing the 
public’s awarenes of it and its 
causes. He said he’ll first secure 
pledges from area residents to 

lunteer time working for West 

ind agencies and organizations like 
dtug and alcohol abuse centers, 
crisis centers. and senior citizens’ 
recreation programs. 


In return, he said, he’ll have those 
organizations commit themselves to 
cranking out anti-crime leaflets. 

People need heroes, so Donadee 
said he’ll put together a corps of 12 
of them — 12 area residents he’ll 
personally train as paraprofessional 
peer counselors. 

Fach of the 12 will study a 
different aspect of crime while com- 
pleting a 12-week course in peer 
counseling. Their reports, on topics 
like effects of reading on crime or

effects of junk food on crime, will be 
made available to the public in 
hopes they'll change enough 
lifestyles to curb the causes oi 
crime, he said.

to put teeth in municipal codes

4 Residents who violate West End 
municipal codes in the future may 
not take the matter as lightly as past 
Yolators, city officials say. 

Before the month is out, the cities 
of Ontario, Upland, Montclair and 
Chino are expected to turn cases in- 
volving city code violations over to 
the county district attorney’s office. 

As a result, violators may find 
themselves in court. 

A contract between the district 
attorney’s office and the cities of 
Upland, Montclair and Chino has 
just been approved. Ontario’s city 
council is expected to approve it lat- 
er this month. 

The Rancho Cucamonga City 
Council considered the contract this 
week but decided to continue using 
the same private law firm it has 
used in the past for the prosecution 
of city code violators. 

Under the contract, the district 
attorney’s office will take over from 
each city attorney the prosecution of 
misdemeanor and infraction of- 
fenses under city ordinances.

Court appearance and research 
work will be completed by assistant 
district attorneys at an hourly rate 
of $29.54. The rate was termed 
“very fair’? by West End city man- 
agers. 

The contract provides assistant 
district attorneys ‘‘will meet with 
designated city representatives to 
promote fair, equal and vigorous en- 
forcement of criminal ordinances.’’ 


Each city is also required under 
the contract to seek comments from 
the district attorney’s office if it en- 
acts any new ordinance or amends 
any existing ordinance. 

‘‘Now we can be more aggressive 
in prosecuting municipal code viola- 
tions,’ said Montclair City Adminis- 
trator G. Michael Milhiser. ‘‘It puts 
more teeth in the laws.”’ 

In the past, all cities could do was 
negotiate a settlement with the vio- 
lator, or turn the case over to the 
city attorney, Milhiser explained. 


But if the violator was uncoopera- 
tive during negotiations, or if the 
city attorney’s fees were too high or 
his time was too limited, many vio- 





lations would go unpunished, he 
said. 

The contract ensures that city 
councils and city departments faced 
with code violators ‘‘have the oppor- 
tunity to go to court and to have the 
courts decide,’’ Milhiser said. 


Upland City Manager Lee Travers 
said the new procedure was ‘‘more 
cost-effective’ and added the dis- 
trict attorney’s office was better 
able to handle cases since it had 
more personnel. 


The idea originated last month 
with Chino City Manager John Ge- 
rardi after the city’s special coun- 
sel, who was handling code violation 
cases, resigned his post. 

‘‘The idea dawned on me to use 
the D.A., and the rest of us (city 
managers) got together and realized 
we could institute the plan on a West 
End basis,’ Gerardi said. 

District Attorney James Cramer 
was very cooperative while working 
with West End cities, Gerardi said, 
and completed a contract that all 
city managers thought was ‘‘very 
workable.”’ 
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Who'll pay for all this? Donadee 
said he will, out of $350 a month he 
makes with several part-time jobs. 

“T live as inexpensively as possi- 
ble and devote about $50 a week to 
my campaigns. Working full-time, I 
find I can’t do my projects,’ he 
said. : 

Donadee said he’ll accept donated 
materials and ask cities to waive 
fees for meeting places for his 
counselors but ‘‘I will not be accep- 
ting a nickel in cash donations. I 


fear getting in trouble by accepting 
cash.” , 

Donadee, who also founded the 
American Paraprofessional 
Association, said he’s taken years of 
college courses in peer counseling 
but never got a degree because he 
didn’t want one that was standar- 
dized. 

Currently, he said, he’s attemp- 
ting to convince universities to 
begin a doctorate major in 
paraprofessional studies so he can 
get a Ph.D. in the subject. He said 
he hopes to use material he’s 
gathered from all his campaigns as 
credit. 

“T’yve always had projects, I’ve 
always had to prove a point,’’ he 
said. 

Donadee said he would eventually 
like to be an author or columnist but 
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to do that ‘‘you have to go out and 
experience things. ’” 

His campaigns provide the ex- 
periences, he said. They’ve in 
cluded: 

— Establishing the American 
Paraprofessional Association. 

— Short-term publication in May 
of the ‘‘Out of Gas News.” 

— A campaign to recall the Susan 
B. Anthony dollar in which he 
telegrammed President Carter. 
“The Susan B. Anthony is the Skylab 
of American currency, an insult to 
women and should be stopped.” 

“T take on all kinds of cam- 
paigns,’’ Donadee said, surrounded 
by leaflets and flyers from previous 
projects. 

“T find campaigns. I actually look 
for campaigns,’ he said. ‘I’m a 
natural-born campaigner.’

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Prisoners tell 
what it’s like 
inside CIM

“Television glamorizes prison ... 
makes it look like a man gets re- 


leased and rushes into the waiting - 


arms of a loving wife. Well, it 
doesn’t happen that way.” 

Leonard Seidman ought to know. 
The 53-year-old Los Angeles man, by 
his own admission, has been in and 
out of California juvenile halls and 
prisons for nearly 40 years. 

Currently serving time for bur- 
glary at California Institution for 
Men (CIM) at Chino, Seidman is de- 
termined to make his impending re- 
lease in early 1980 his last one. 

And to do that, he’s become a 
member of Prison Preventors, a 
group of CIM inmates who volunteer 
their time and tél] their stories to 
anyone willing to listen. 

Not only were students at Imperi- 
al Junior High Schoool in Ontario 
listening during a recent assembly, 
but their questions surprised even 
Seidman and inmate Donnie Sims, a 
fellow Prison Preventor and also 
due to be released next year. 

Sims, a 34-year-old San Diego 
man currently serving time at CIM 
for attempted murder, waved the 
students’ applause aside as the two 
men walked to the auditorium mi- 
crophone. 

“You don’t have to clap for us ... 
we’re no celebrities,”’ Sims told the 
students. ‘‘We’re the dumbest peo- 
ple in the room. If you just listen 
that’s worth it to us.” 

The message of their visit was 
clear enough to the students: stay in 
schoo] and learn. 

The average inmate only has the 
education of a fifth-grader, Seidman 
told the seventh- and eighth-grade 
students. ‘“‘Most of us didn’t ask 
questions in school — like how I can 
get a diploma. 

“The tools (in school) were there. 
We just didn’t want to do anything 
with them,’’ Seidman added. 

Students who had already seen the 
award-winning television program 
“Scared Straight” asked the two 
men very personal questions, which 
seemed to both surprise and please 
them. 

But they made it clear what they 
said was their own words. 

“It’s our program,” Seidman 

> said, ‘‘and no one tells us what to

say. All you have to do is ask us and 
we'll tell you anything that’s true.’’ 

And they pulled no punches when. 
they answered, even when the sub- 
ject was something as serious as ho- 
mosexuality. 

“They (some inmates) like young 
boys (sexually) and if you’re young 
you’re put upon,’’ Seidman said. 
“More fights, stabbings and killings 
happen over homosexuality than any 
other reason.” 


Several girls giggled in the back- 
ground while Seidman talked, until 
he added, “Girls, don’t kid your- 
selves. They’ve got places (prisons) 
for you, too.”’ 


Turning to Ken Maxwell, the cor- 
rectional officer who accompanied 
the two men, Seidman said prison 
authorities can’t stop homosexuali- 
ty. “There are crimes that happen 
in prison even they don’t know 
about.” 

Just as homosexuality is a way of 
life in prison, so is violence, Sims 
said. 


‘It’s a good idea to stay by your- 
self if you can,” he said. ‘“But there 
are gangs in prison. I’ve been ap- 
proached by them and had ex- 
changes (fights) with them.’’ 

How much is a man’s life worth in 
prison? ‘‘Maybe just a pack of ciga- 
rettes. 


“If you steal something from 
somebody, he’ll kill you,”’ Sims said. 
“It’s as simple as that.” 

Students, remembering he was 
serving time at CIM for attempted 
murder, asked Sims if he would ever 
try to kill someone again. 

“If something else happened, like 
a drunk running over my son ... I 
don’t know,”’ Sims said. ‘‘But my in- 


-tentions are never to do it again.” 


Almost as a joke, other students 
asked what food was like in prison. 
But it gave Seidman the chance to 
explain, a basic fact about prison 
life. 

“The food is like everything else 
in prison — it’s the same day after 
day,”’ he said.

As a result of the final audit of their 1977-78 operations 
and maintenance budget, Chino Basin Municipal Water 


.. District again was able to issue refund checks, this year 


totaling $364,771, to the cities, water company and county 
areas served by the district. 

The savings came, in part, due to more efficient 
operations of new facilities for sewage treatment 
brought on line this year than had been anticipated, 
according to CBMWD Assistant Manager Tom Homan. 

Savings also were realized due to lower charges for 
waste delivered to Los Angeles County Sanitation 
District, increased efficiency measures at CBMWD 
treatment plants, streamlined administration 
procedures, and a higher flow rate than anticipated. 

“Originally our rate was budgeted at $189)million 
gallons (mg),’’ noted Homan. “But the actual rate after 
the audit amounted to only $150.15 thanks to our cost - 
Savings measures. This means about $1.25 per month 
charged by CBMWD for the average household exclusive 
of other agencies’ collection charges.” 

“‘We do not charge one penny more than necessary to 
our customers,” explained CBMWD General Manager 
Theo Nowak. ‘‘The regional program was created 
originally in a manner so we could not accumulate 
excessive reserves or make a profit. So, historically we 
have returned surplus money collected from operations 
and maintenance fees to the contracting agencies each 
year for them to utilize for the benefit of their citizens,”’ 
Nowak added.

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School board approves 


Chino nature lab plans

“Chino school trustees Tuesday 
night approved a $2,500 grant appli- 
cation to establish an outdoor nature 
laboratory on the El Rancho El- 
ementary School campus. 

The laboratory would replace 
field trips to study plants in the 
mount:.ins. 

Jaines Walker, school principal, 
said that before passage of Proposi- 
tion 13, fifth- and sixth-grade stu- 
dents spent three days each year in 
the mountains studying plants. The 
program was subsequently cut. But 
Walker said he hopes the outdoor 
laboratory will replace that. 

“Tf you can’t get Mohammed to 
the mountains, you just have to 
bring the mountains to Mo- 
hammed,”’ he told the schgol board. 

Walker said he got the laboratory 
idea about two years ago when a 
housing subdivision adjacent to the 
campus left an unused easement 
along the edge of the eampus. The 
plot of ground is about 30 feet wide 
and more than 600 feet long. 

Plans call for landscape work 
with the aid of the California Con- 
servation Corps and volunteers. 
They would create four plant zones 
to represent the types of flora found 
in California mountains, valley re- 
gions, coastal regions and desert re- 
gions. 

A man-made creek would run 
down the middle of the slightly 
sloped, narrow site with several wa- 


terfalls and basins interrupting its 
route. A pipe would return the water 
to a point six feet beneath the 
creek’s point of origin and a pump 
would return it to the surface. 

Drip irrigation for students’ 
plants and other trees and shrubs is 
also planned. 

Students would be able to walk 
along the 600-foot expanse and move 
from the mountain area to the coast, 
valley and desert. They would study 
the plants found in each area. 

The $2,500 is being sought from 
the state’s Environmental Energy 
Education Fund to purchase fencing 
for the outdoor lab, the submersible 
pump and concrete for the man- 
made creek. Local nurseries and bo- 
tanic gardens are contributing na- 
tive California plants and trees 
while the pipe and a water tank are 
being contributed by other local 
businesses. 

In addition to the planned study 
areas, the laboratory would include 
space for each El Rancho classroom 
to plant a small garden so students 
may observe plant growth of various 
wild and domesticated plants and 
crops. 

“If you can show a kindergarten 
child that if you plant a seed and wa- 
ter it and care of it and it will grow, 
you’ve made a start,’’ said Walker. 
He said a curriculum is being devel- 
oped so El Rancho students may use 
the outdoor laboratory at their own 
grade levels. 

Walker said many California 


trees would be included in the out- 
door nature lab. These include white 
sage, California holly, California fan 
palm, desert willow, desert lavend- 
er, wild lilac, Jeffrey pine, incense 
cedar, manzanita, California junip- 
er and paloverde. 


Walker said he hopes to have wa- 
ter running on the plot of ground by 
the end of. January and planting 
started by February. The outdoor, 
classroom could be ready for stu- 
dent use by the middle of next spring 
or earlier, he said.

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3 president says doctors need public’s help 2!

The California Medical Association president asked for 
the help of the American public in further improving 
health in this ‘healthy nation’’ when he spoke last week 
in Upland. 

‘‘Health Education of the Public” was the topic of Dr. 
C. John Tupper when he addressed 150 persons at a 
luncheon at San Antonio Community Hospital in Upland. 
The UC Davis School of Medicine dean was the guest 


speaker for the event commemorating the 200th installa- 


tion of Tel-Med, a public health education system. 
‘We are a healthy nation,’ Dr. Tupper told the gather- 
ing of medical, political and community leaders. He 
‘noted the mortality rate has dropped and said this came 
about in a ‘‘classically American, ill-defined way.’ 
The nation is healthier because of ‘‘significant changes 
in dietary habits’’ and the trend toward physical fitness. 
“But we can do better,” the physician urged, adding 
that preventive medicine and terms such as ‘‘wellness’’ 
are very popular. He alleged that there seems to be a 
suspicion on the part of the American public that the 
medical profession isn’t telling all or doing everything 


they can. 

“‘We’re not. holding back information on preventive 
medicine,” he said. 

He noted that smallpox has been eliminated and that 
‘‘we should have eliminated polio, but we have not,” 
blaming the lack of immunization for a recent outbreak 
of the disease. 

“‘We’re spoiled in this country by having things safe 
and sanitary,’’ he said. ‘‘But, we can go further. Doctors 


_ heed the help of the public.” 


Following a trend among health professionals to fault 
the public for its non-compliance, Dr. Tupper said there 
are 20 million children in this country without im- 
munizations. 

“We can’t go out and grab people and give them 
shots,”” he said. 

Other areas needing the public’s attention, he said, are 
drug abuse, alcoho! abuse and smoking as well as nutri- 
tion, malnutrition and obesity, which he said is a form of 
malnutrition. 

“We all need to get exercise, rest and lose weight. 

“‘We also need to buckle up our safety belts,” he said. 
“If we did, we could save as many lives as those lost td 
lung cancer in a year.”

- Attempt to kill plan 


for unification fails 


An attempt by three new 
members of the county committee 
on school district organization to 
stop the plan to unify nine West End 
school districts failed Wednesday 
night 

Following an executive session in 
San Bernardino on the status of the 
plan in its court battle, Ron Bunse 
made a motion to stop litigation, 
thus letting the plan die. 


But. on a 5-3 vote, the San 
Bernardino County Committee on 
School District Organization 


decided to continue an appeal of a 
recent superior court decision which 


said the committee would have to be 
responsible for an Environmental 
Impact Report (EIR) 

The court appeal by county 
counsel could take ‘‘several years,” 
according to Verne Smutz, 
secretary to the committee 

The three voting against 
continuing the appeal were the new 
anti-unification members elected 
last month. Robert Frost, Jerry 
Bredlau and Bunse, all of the West 
End. replaced three committee 
members who had supported the 
plan when the county committee 
approved it in March. 


Voting for the appeal were Virgil 
Dilsaver, W. Robert Fawke, James 
Killpack, Dale L. Poteat and Dale 
Taylor 


The unification plan would 
reorganize the Chaffey Joint Union 
High School District and eight 
elementary districts into three 
districts. 


With the exception of the Ontario- 
Montclair School District, all 
affected districts have come out in 
opposition to the plan. Six of the 
districts banded together in a suit 
against the committee in the spring, 
and one of the issues in that suit was 
the EIR. 


Bunse said the committee’s 
reason for contesting the issue is 
they don’t feel they are the lead 
agency in the unification and they 
shouldn't have to pay for an EIR.

The Ecurnenical Service Award for 1979 was presented 
to Dr. Ralph Lightbody, pastor of the First Baptist 
Church of Ontario, and to Mrs. Lenore Brashler, an 
active ecumenical worker from Claremont, at the 
Twelfth Annual Assembly of the Pomona Valley Council 
of Churches.

Pumpkin is romantic 


Long before ‘‘two alf 
meat patties on a sesame 
bun’’ the fresh produce 
industry had a Big Mac. In 
this case its a pumpkin ... 
and what a pumpkin. 
Reports have ranged up to 
270 pounds which is a lot of 
pie. 

The pumpkin is a native 
American. The name 
however, is a derivitive of 
the Greek word ‘“‘pepon” 
meaning large melon. 
Similiar items were found 
in Europe with similar 
names. In fact Shakespeare 
in his ‘‘Merry Wives of 
Windsor’’ refers to a ‘‘gross 
watery pumpion.”’ Finally 
the modern pumpkin 
developed in the colonies 
and the colonists dropped 
the ‘‘ion’’ and added ‘‘kin.” 

Botanists can’t seem to 
agree on its gender. It’s 
very similar to a squash and 
would therefore be a 
vegetable. In the same 
family however are 
watermelons. If one goes by 
the common definition of a 
fruit that it is an item that 
can reproduce itself then 


the pumpkin is a fruit. The 
battle still rages. 

The pumpkin is a favorite 
item for writers of lore and 
fairy tale. Ichoabod Crane 
in the Legend of Sleepy 
Hollow almost ran afoul of 
a ‘pumpkin head.’’ A touch 
of romance engulfed the 
pumpkin when it became a 
coach in Cinderella. And 
good ol Peter Peter 
pumpkin eater put his wife 
in a pumpkin shell.

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Hang gliding: 
‘The feeling is 


sust incredible’ 


Without proper protection and 
training, hang gliding can be one of 
the most dangerous sports in the 
world. 

But pilots say the benefits are be- 
yond imagination. It’s as close to 
flying as man can get.: 

“It’s being really alive... feeling 
really aware of yourself and your 
surroundings,’ said Doris Hajek, 
hang glider pilot and author. 

“The feeling of being airborn is 
just incredible, almost impossible to 
describe,” the 22-year-old Upland 
resident said. 

“Have you ever had a dream 
where you were flying? Well, that’s 
what this is like,’’ said Don Clutter, 
a veteran hang glider pilot. 

“You're not speeding through the 
air, you’re flying slowly... and con- 


| trolling all the movements with your 


own body,” Clutter said. ‘‘It’s a very 
natural feeling.’ 

Pilots don’t ignore the obvious, 
however. 

“It’s dangerous because Mother 
Nature doesn’t give you a second 
chance,’’ said Tom Milkie, meet di- 
rector for the first U.S. National 
Hang Gliding Championships, held 
last month at Pine Flats north of 
San Bernardino. 

. People have died in hang gliding 
accidents, he admitted. ‘“‘But almost 
every injury can be attributed to bad 
fudgement and pilot error,”’ rather 
than equipment failure. 

«Records show victims ‘ either 
didn’t perform proper’ pre-flight 
equipment checks, didn’t investi- 
gate weather conditions, or didn’t 
wear proper protective gear, said 
Clutter. 

; /Tve been involved in many 
meets and watched hundreds of 
launches without seeing any inju- 
fies,”’ Clutter said. 

Most injuries occur, he said, when 
pilots fly over their abilities or ex- 
tend themselves beyond their limits. 
‘People think when they learn to 
fly they can handle anything,” Milk- 
ie added. “It’s easy to over-extend 
yourself if you’re not careful.” 
*©But if a pilot takes lessons from 
4n' instructor certified by the US. 
Hang Gliding Association (USHGA) 
and ‘‘slowly works his way up,”’ it’s 
as safe as any other sport, Milkie 
said. 

»< Experts. say the question most 
people ask about the sport is the 
most basic question of all: How do 
hang gliders work? 

That can be answered, Clutter 
said, by first explaining there are 
two types of hang glider flying: in- 
land and coastal.

The more unstable and turbulent 
the column of air is, the more of .a 
challenge and a reward it is to fly in 
it, Clutter said. 

Coastal flying is a near-perfect 
contrast. When cool, smooth stable 
air comes off the ocean and hits 
nearby cliffs, the air forms a rising 
column. In a sense, a pilot flies in 
the ocean’s breeze. 

“The cliff launch is the hardest 
launch to make, though,” Clutter 
warned. a 

Beginning inland or thermal pilots 
may stay in the air for no more than 
seconds and travel a distance of only 
20 feet, while experts may stay in 
the air for hours and travel miles. 

Inland rather than coastal flying 
offers more of a chance for these ex- 
tended flights, Clutter added. 

Inland flying is also easier, Milkie 
said, so most instructors begin there 
to teach the basics: how to pack and 
transport gear, how to control and 
direct the glider and how to launch, 
stay in the air and land properly. 

The beauty of the sport, Clutter 
said, is that anyone can learn. ‘‘I’ve 
seen little kids, paraplegics and 
grandmothers flying,” he said. 

Beginning lessons usually take 
place on gently sloping training hills 
with an incline of no more than 25 
degrees. Those in Norco are among 
the best, experts say. % 

“You don’t just jump off a moun- 
tain,’ Milkie said, laughing. ‘“You 
learn on flat iand and slowly move 
up the traininghills from there.” 

It’s not, however, as easy as it 
seems. 

“You have to commit yourself to 
running down a hill, all the while 
knowing the glider will help balance 


you,” Miss Hajek said. ‘If you don’t | 


let the glider help you, you’ll fall flat 
on your face. 

“It’s hard because it goes against 
what we’re taught will happen,’’ she 
said. ‘It’s a whole different set of 
learned reactions.” 

And if you crash? “‘You just get 
back up and do it again,” Miss Ha- 
jek said. 

Gary Hoisington, a certified in- 
structor, agreed. ‘‘Sometimes the 
sport means making a fool of your- 
self. 

‘“‘But as soon as you figure out 
what the balance point of the glider 
is, it’s easy to learn,’’ said the 26- 
year-old Upland resident. 

“And the nice thing is that you 
can land a glider almost anywhere 
and not have a problem,” said Tim 
Ward, a 23-year-old pilot from Bloo- 
mington. 

Regardless of whether a pilot is 
flying inland or on the coast, equip- 
ment safety is almost never in ques- 
tion if gear is handled properly and 
checked regularly, Milkie said. 

“Equipment is very good nowa- 
days,’’ he added. ‘It’s tested for 
strength and stability so it’ll work 
even when flying upside down and 
backward.” 

“You can also easily see if some-

thing is wrong with the glider,’’ said 
Tim Ward, a six-year veteran pilot. 
“But you’re totally responsible for 
your own safety.” 

Sensationalism which once sur- 
rounded the sport has started to dis- 
appear because of the emphasis 
placed on safer equipment and par- 
achutes, Ward said. 

‘People are beginning to realize 
it’s a sport, not a fancy way of com- 
mitting suicide,” he said.

There are more hang glider pilots, equipment dealers 
and flight areas in Southern California than in any other 
place in the country, experts say. ; 

And some of those inland training and flight areas are 
within minutes of the West End. 

Favorite spots of many pilots include the Cucamonga 
area, the hills of Norco, Pine Flats north of San Bernar- 
dino, Mentone east of Redlands, Soboba south of River- 
side, and Crestline near Lake Arrowhead. 

“This is one of the best inland areas in the country,” 
said Don Clutter, chief judge at last month’s U.S. Nation- 
al Hang Gliding Championships at Pine Flats. 

Information on instructors, equipment and hand glid- 
ing sites is available by writing the U.S. Hang Gliding 
Association (USHGA) at P.O. Box 66306, Los Angeles, 
Ca. 90066, or by calling (213) 390-3065. 

Hang gliding stores and schools are available through- 
out the Southern California area. " 

Experts say no one should buy equipment or hang glide 
without first getting lessons from a USHGA certified in- 
structor. They can be easily found by calling or driving 
out to stores which carry hang gliding equipment. 

Cost of lessons vary from instructor to instructor, but 
the average price is $35 for six hours.

A good hang glider should be able to turn tight and stay 
in small areas under a pilot’s direction, explained Tim 
Ward, a 28-year-old hang glider pilot from Bloomington. 

And for experts, it should be able to complete 180 de- 
gree turns in quick succession, called wing-overs or whip 
stalls; and it should be able to complete 360 degree turns 
without losing speed or altitude, said Ward, a six-year 
veteran pilot. i 

A hang glider takes only about 15 minutes to assemble, 
and can be placed on a car as small as a Volkwagen if 
proper carriers are attached to the top.

dairy op

Just to prove he still knew how, 
Dimas Costa draped his large frame 
over the makeshift milking stool, 
moved it under the family’s pet cow, 
and began drawing milk. 

His face took on a dreamy ex- 
pression of perhaps 40 years gone by 
as he relived the experience. 

“This is the way it used to be 
when I was a boy in the Azores,’’ he 
said, smiling broadly. “But, of 
course, those days are gone. Dairies 
are now computerized. Everything 
is done automatically.” 

The milking is done with vacuum 
cups which not only squeeze to the 
last drop, but automatically flush 
themselves dry. The feeding is done 
with a balanced diet of hay, grains 
and nutrients. The breeding is done 
selectively, matching the right bull 
to the right cow. 

But the matching is an illusion. 
There are hardly any bulls left in 
Chino’s dairy herds. Breeding is 
done through artificial imsemina- 
tion. 

Semen is drawn from bulls from 
all over the nation, and preserved in 
the form of pellets. The pellets are 
sold at prices ranging from $5 to 
$100, depending on the animal’s ped- 
igree. Costa, a breeder and a milk 
producer, says he has paid up to $300 
for one pellet from a top bull to im- 
pregnate his registered prize cow. 
He is shooting for the highest quality 
herd he can breed. 

But not everybody goes to that ex- 

pense. Peter Vander Poel, another 
Chino dairyman, says he selects his 
bulls not so much on breeding and 
papers but on how their semen can 
strengthen the weaknesses of his 
Cows. 
Vander Poel, and his brother, 
Henry, have 2,200 cows. The herd in- 
cludes 1,600 currently being milked. 
The remainder are ‘‘dry.”’ 

‘What we look for are bulls with 
certain strains that make our next 
generation cows stronger,” he ex- 
plained. “‘We are strictly a commer- 
cial dairy. We don’t breed; we 
produce milk. There comes a time 
when you pay too much and get back 
too little.”’ 

The Vander Poels don’t even raise 
their own calves. They ship them to 
Colorado until they are old enough to 
produce milk. They are then re- 
turned to Chino. Vander Poel said 
this is more economical than tying 
up valuable Southern California land 
for grazing. 

Vander Poel is an innovative dai- 
rymen. His dairy has been using ar- 
tificial insemination for 25 years. He 
has used a computer for 12 years 


erations 


and undertakes modernization pro- 
grams almost as quickly as they be- 
come available. 

He spent $35,000 last May to in- 
stall back-flushers on his milking 
machines. The attachments auto- 
matically flush the machines with 
water, iodine and air after each cow 
is milked. 

‘‘The back-flushers have cut down 
mastitis (inflammation of the 
glands) so much in our herds that 
they already have paid for them- 
selves.”’ he said. ‘“‘Obviously, they 
also reduce chances of impurities 
and infections.”’ 

In today’s highly competitive da- 
iry business, everything is compute- 
rized. Most of Chino’s dairymen 
send their records to a computer 
bank in Tulare where they are pro- 
cessed and classified. 

Through the computer, the dairy- 
men are informed on how much 


ty, what their profit is and what it 
should be, and a wealth of other in- 
dustry information. 

And while the largest dairy indus- 
the world — $200 million in 
last year — is bombarded with 
technical advances that can raise 
profits and cut costs, many dairy- 
man are concerned about where 
they will be in the future. Land in 
the Chino area is becoming too val- 
uable for cows, and some developers 
would like to buy the dairies and 
turn them into subdivisions. 

The most endangered areas are 

those closest to already existing 
subdivisions. Those are the loca- 
tions where some dairy operators 
report offers of up to $50,000 an 
acre. 
In a recent sampling by the Chino 
Valley Chamber of Commerce, 8( 
per cent of the landowners between 
Riverside and Chino avenues said 
they expected to sell their holdings 
within the next 10 years. The 1,800 
acres in the Chino-Riverside corri- 
dor represent about 10 percent of the 
agricultural preserve which the San 
Bernardino County Board of Super- 
visors has set aside for the dairy- 
men. 

But there are thousands of acres 
nearby which are not in the pre- 
serve. These dairies are rapidly be- 
ing developed into subdivisions and 
industrial developments. More than 
100,000 acres were in agricultural 
zones in 1960. That figure was cut in 
half in 15 years. By 1980 only about 
25,000 acres are expected to be used 
for agriculture. And by 1990 that 
should slip to less than 15,000 acres.

Chino councilman 
to seek mayor's post 


Chino Councilman Larry Walker, 
a longtime valley resident, today an- 
nounced he will seek election as 
Chino’s mayor next spring. 

Walker, 28, is a local attorney. He 
received the most votes when he ran 
for a city council seat 16 months 
ago. He is a graduate of UC Irvine 
and holds a law degree from UCLA. 
He is a Rotarian and a member of 
the Chino Church of the Nazarene. 

Before winning a seat on the city 
council, Walker served in Sacra- 
mento as a legislative advocate in- 
tern and in San Bernardino as a 
county planning department intern. 
He also worked for the law firm of 
McVittie, Gutierrez and Bidart, and 
served as a prosecuting attorney for 
Honolulu. 

During his 16 months on the city 
council, Walker said he has worked 
to obtain state funds for the improv- 
ement of Central Avenue, has op- 
posed the expansion of prison 
facilities in the area and has been in- 
strumental in working out a sewer 
expansion agreement with the coun- 
ty and the Chino Basin Municipal 
Water District. He is an advocate of 
a proposal to bring a school expan- 
sion fee before the voters. 

“In all of these efforts,’ Walker 
said, ‘‘I have worked successfully to 
implement the concepts I advanced 
in my original campaign for the city 
council. 

“T have worked to control spend- 
ing, while still providing the ser- 
vices our citizens demand. I have 
worked hard to cooperate with other 
government agencies, from our 
school district and adjacent cities to 
the California Legislature. 

“Above all, I have continued to 
work to make sure that today’s tax-

to Webb journalism class

Perhaps the most. unusual 
journalism-English-human- 
ities course available in the 
valley is the ‘Individual 
Humanities’ course taught 
by Laurence McMillin at 
Webb School. 

The class is unusual be- 
cause McMillin makes no 
excuses about combining 
the Webb School newspa- 
per, the Blue and Gold, with 
a different approach to the 
study of literature and hu- 
manities. 

Staff members do quite a 
bit more than merely write 
copy. A demanding reading 
list of the great heroes of 
fiction is required study 
throughout the year. This is 
followed by intensive re- 
search into the biography of 
a successful personage se- 
lected by the student him- 
self. 

“The quality of journa- 
lism we produce improves 
as a result of doing this 
work,”’ said McMillin. 

McMillin founded the 
course on ideas of education 
and philosophy of Albert 
Einstein. Students pay par- 
ticular attention to concepts 
such as struggle, motiva- 
tion, character, truth, free- 
dom and love. 

“The course,’’ he said, 
“is designed to study the in- 
dividual and students quick- 
ly transfer the ideas they 
gain into their work.”’ 

One of the projects re- 
cently embarked upon by 
students enrolled in ‘‘Indi- 
vidual Humanities” was an 
examination of the life of 
Stephen Longley, the late 
headmaster at Webb. He 
died this year after an hero- 
ic battle with a disease. 

McMillin noted that 
Einstein’s ideas on educa- 
tion were ‘“‘little: known’”’ 
but compelling. He quotes 
from Einstein: ‘‘The really 
valuable thing in the pa-
